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Hanoi Found Confident , Inured to Hardship

HANOI. Dec. 13 (Delayed) 
iSTSTT). — At dusk a mist settles 
over Thuyen Quang Lake, in 
the southern section of Hanoi, 
and young couples sit close on 
benches along the shore, their 
bicycles parked again- 1 trees. 

The sound of a bamboo 
flute and a girl singing a heroic 
folk song drift across the lake 
from a loudspeaker. At one 
end of the lake there are night 
food stalls selling bowls of 
noodles, fried . chicken, green 
vegetables and red peppers. A 
few old women in black cotton 
trousers and padded jackets 
squat over baskets of tan- 
gerines and bananas, their wares 
lighted by tiny kerosene inn , 
terns. 

The mood of wartime Hanni 
Is determined, but surprisingly 
natural and relaxed. Tbeu is 
no sense of panic or depression 
that the war has gone on for 
so many years. Instead the

North Vietnamese, leaders and 
ordinary people alike, continue 
to seem confident that they 
will eventually win. 

“Our situation easy to un- 
derstand." MaJ. Pham Lam, of 
the North Vietnamese People’s 
Army liaison office explained to 
a visitor. “We are a small na- 
tion, but we insist on our In- 
dependence. We will never give 
up until we are free. 

“Of course, we are suffering 
some hardships. We admit 
that. But wc have been suffer- 
ing them for 20 years already. 
We accept the m . For we know 
that the Americans will get 
tired and go home.” 

Laid Out by French 
Hanoi proper, a city of 600.000, 
was laid out by French archi- 
tects with broad tree-lined boule- 


vards. squares and lakes. With 
its yellow stucco buildings it 
resembles Saigon, Phnom-Penh, 
or many former French colo- 
nial cities In Africa. This part 
of Hanoi, largely administra- 
tive offices and private houses, 
was left almost untouched dur- 
ing the American bombing be- 
tween 1965 and 1968. 

According to the North Viet- 
namese, American reconnais- 
sance planes continue to make 
occasional flights over Hanoi 
at very high altitudes. A visi- 
tor, surprised by a large explo- 
sion that shook the windows of 
the Foreign Ministry, was told 
that it had been caused by a 
Russian-built surface-to-air mis- 
sile fired at an American plane. 

There hns been speculation 
In the United States, based on 


bints in the North Vietnamese 
press, that since the end 
of the bombing in November 
last year and its ever-present 
reminder of the enemy, morale 
has fallen. It was not possible 
for a visitor to find any con- 
crete evidence to confirm the 
theory. 

A Great Victory 

The North Vietnamese deny 
it, pointing out that they regard 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
decision to end the bombing as 
a great victory for them. For- 
eign diplomats in Hanoi, though 
they admittedly have only limit- 
ed contact with the cautious 
Vietnamese, also say that they 
have been unable to find any 
substantial proof of a decline in 
morale. 

A Western European diplo- 
mat who has experience both 
here and in Communist China 
believes that despite the war 
the political atmosphere in 
Hanoi is relaxed by comparison 
with that in Peking. One

Sees South Vietnam Secure in 1972 

British Expert Optimistic on War

LONDON, Dec. 16 (WP).— The 
pace of improvement in South 
Vietnam's position, “inconceivable 
year ago, should bring about i 
“normal, relatively undisturbed 1 
and secure life to the war-tom 
country by the end of 1972, accord- 
ing to Sir Robert Thompson. 
British counterinsurgency expert 
who reported on the situation to 
President Nixon two weeks ago. 

In an interview here today, he 
declared that although he waa not 
prepared to say that the American 
and South Vietnamese forces have 
now won the war, nevertheless 
they have got Into a position from 
which they can win." 1 

Be conceded that there could 
always, be “surprises” on the part 
of the North Vietnamese, and that 
he suspected; - those pities might 
attempt .another major- assault 
from their Laotian and Cambodian 
border .. positions “sometime be- 
tween February and May.”

Sir Robert. 56, was instrumental 
in strategic planning during the 
campaign to rid Malaya of Chinese 
Communist “bandits'* in the 1950s. 
From 1961 to 1965. he headed the 
British advisory mission to South 
Vietnam and has visited it three 
times since then as an adviser to the 
American government. He spent 
November there on a visit, com- 
missioned by President Nixon, and 
thereupon made his report to the 
White House.

Despite New Troop Pullback, 
Nixon Falls Short of Target

WASHINGTON. Dec. 16 (WP).— 
The cautious but persistent troop 
withdrawal strategy the President 
annoTinned last night that 50,000 
more troops will leave Vietnam by 
April 15 wQl fall short of the first 
deadline In the “hope” he expressed 
last June. 

He said then that he hoped “we 
could beat” the timetable urged by 
former Defense Secretary Clark M. 
Clifford for withdrawing 100,000 
troops by the end of this year. 

A more critical question is how 
close the President will come to 
the second portion of surpassing 
the Clifford timetable: removing 
all UJS. ground combat troops from 
South Vietnam by the end of 1970. 

Adminis tration officials in fact 
have sought to reinterpret and 
qualify that “hope" ever since the 
President expressed It at a news 
conference. What he was thinking 
about then* they maintain, was 
some p r ogress in negotiations, too. 
As Mr. Nbcon repeated last night, 
there is “no progress whatever” on 
that front. 

Deadlines Questioned 
White House officials also sought 
last night to dispel the view that 
the President should be held to the 
hope for getting all UJS. combat 
fores out by any specific date. 
Meeting a particular deadline, 
officials said, is not as im- 
portant as whether total UJS. 
strategy is proceeding toward the 
desired objective. 

The President’s new troop 
pullout figures show a slight ad- 
vance over the earlier withdrawal 
pace but are nowhere near fast 
enough yet to begin to get all com- 
bat troops out by the end of 1970. 
The first two stages of UJS. with- 
drawal announcements were at the 
rate of 10,000 a month. The new 
nnnmmppmpnt raises withdrawals 
to a level of 12,500 men a month. 

Nevertheless, the President last 
night employed his most publicly 
optimistic language so far about 
the war. He quoted a finding by 
Sir Robert Thompson, a British 
expert on Malaya’s guerrilla war, 
noting that Sir Robert is now “cau- 
tiously optimistic" about the final 
outcome in South Vietnam. The 
President interposed in his advance 
text that this assessment was “in 
Hnp with my own attitude” as well 
as with reports by others. 

What the _ President evidently 
sought to convey to North Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong last night — as 
well as to domestic critics— was that 
he is newly confident that his ad- 
ministration can adhere to a 
steady, controlled pace of troop 
withdrawals. 

3 Nixon Objectives 
The p^nHwning dilemma far U-S. 
strategy is to convince its domestic 
that the Nixon administra- 
tion is getting troops out of Viet- 
nam as rapidly as is reasonable; to 
convince the adversary that it 


should . not or dare not do any- 
thing to disrupt this strategy and, 
at the same time, try to convince 
North Vietnam and the Viet Cong 
that the longer a negotiated settle- 
ment is delayed, the worse it will 
be for them. 

That is a tall triple order and, 
some critics contend, a combina- 
tion of inconsistent premises. But 
the President indicated confidence 
that it was working. 

The President surprised some 
specialists by citing so approvingly, 
and at such length, Sir Robert’s 
findings. 

The British expert on guerrilla 
warfare always has been an advo- 
cate of a “long-haul, low-cost 
strategy" for the war. 

Sir Robert very literally means 
“long-hauL” He has talked in 
recent years of "ten, 15 or even 
20 years” to achieve success in' the 
struggle, although recently he re- 
portedly said that be believed ten 
or 15 years more would be suf- 
ficient. He is also reported to 
advocate retaining about 100.000 
UJ3. troops In Vietnam' for three 
to five years more to achieve the 
minimum results necessary for the 
Vietnamization process. 

Nevertheless, by giving such at- 
tention to his views, the President 
presumably had a purpose- That 
purpose, it appears, was to impress 
on Hanoi the President's deter- 
mination to persist, if necessary, In 
a very cautious unwinding of the 
UJS. portion of the struggle. I 


Monnet Unit 
Asks 4 6’ to Act 
Fast on U.K.

BONN, Dec. 16.— The prestigious 
Monnet Committee far a United 
Europe today added its weight to 
the drive to get the Common Mar- 
ket moving again. 

The group of 40-odd European 
statesmen. Including the British 
for the first time alongside the 
six Common Market partners, call- 
ed for “rapid fulfillment” of the 
action program set by the Six at 
their Hague summit meeting ear- 
lier this month. The Hague schedule 
calls for negotiations on Britain's 
entry into the market to start by 
mld-1970. 

The Action Committee for the 
United States of Europe, as it is 
formally known, called for regular 
consultations at the head-of-state 
level to further European Integra- 
tion and said it is "Indispensable" 
to start looking beyond the Com- 
mon Market to tbe future political 
organization of Europe. 

First Aims 

The committee is known as the 
Monnet Committee after its found- 
er. the 81-year-old French states- 
man Jean Monnet. It listed as the 
immediate aims for Europe: 

• Establishment of a European 
reserves fund which, among other 
things, would help dampen the 
debilitating rounds of currency 
speculation in recent years. It would 
administer in common part of the 
reserves of the m e mb er states. 

% Reform of the European So- 
cial Fund to increase the mobility 
of labor and create genuine full 
employment throughout the com- 
munity. 

9 Ensure that negotiations with 
Britain and other countries wanting 
to join the Common Market are 
restricted to the essentials, giving 
them the same rights and obliga- 
tions to the community as other 
members of comparable status. 
These negotiations shou ld also 
settle the length of the transition 
period lor new members, and Brit- 
ish delegates here spoke of a min- 
imum of four years. 

Farm Support - 

The committee also called for 
limiting the costs of agricultural 
support policies in the market, 
which it said .vere out of balance 
at present. Ministers of the Six are 
currently meeting in Brussels — so 
far without apparent success— In an 
effort to untangle this knot before 
the official expiration of the Com- 
mon Market transition period on 
Dec. 31.

Eight Others Arrested 


Anarchist Named in Bombing; 
2d Commits Suicide in Milan 


ROME. Dec. 16 (UPI).— Police 
charged a Milan anarchist tonight 
with complicity in slaughter in the 
Milan bank bombing which killed 
14 persons Friday. 

Another anarchist leaped to his 
death in Milan while being ques- 
tioned by police. : • 

- Police sources said another eight 
persons, all of them young students 
and workers, had been arrested in 
connection with the Milan bomb- 
ing and two at the same time 'Fri- 
day in Rome, at a'downtown bank 
and at the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier in Pia2za Venezia. 

Pietro Valpreda. 36, a profes- 
sional dancer and admitted anar- 
chist. was charged after he was 
identified by -a Milan taxi driver. 
Comelio Rolan di said he drove Mr. 
Valpreda to the Banca N&zionaJe 
dell'Agrlcoltura in. Milan shortly 
before the explosion there. 

Mr. Rolandi said that when Mr. 
Valpreda entered the bank be was 
carrying a suitcase but was' empty- 
handed when he emerged. 

Mr. Rolandi was flown to Rome 
today for a face-to-face confronta- 
tion with Mr. Valpreda and for- 
mally identified him as his pas- 
senger.- 

In Milan, police said Mr. Val- 
preda was a known associate of 
anarchist Giuseppe PineDL 41, who 
leaped to his death from a fifth 
floor window at Milan police bead- 
quarters during questioning early 
today. 

Mr. Valpreda and Mr. Pin ell i 
“were members of a group which 
could be defined as anarchlstic- 
indlviduallstic,” a Milan police of- 
ficial said. 

Police chief G. Guida announced 
that Mr. Pinelll rushed to a win- 
dow and leaped to his death after 
his alibi -for the time of the

bombing had collapsed. “His ges- 
ture has the value of a self-ac- 
cusation. “ Chief Guida said. Police- 
sources said Mr. Pin el Li jumped 
after being told that Mr. Valpreda 
had been arrested and had con- 
fessed. 

Mr. Valpreda was in the Milan 
Palace of Justice yesterday for 
questioning on other episodes of 
terrorism when police saw and 
seized him for questioning about 
the bank bombing. 

Police sources said a search of 
Mr. Valpreda 's car in Milan turn- 
ed up a number of chemical for- 
mulas. When the home where he 
sometimes lived with an aunt. 
R&chele Torri. 66, was searched, 
tbe sources said a floor plan of 
the bank was found in a bag be- 
longing to Mr. Valpreda. 

The accused man’s attorney said 
Mr. Valpreda was identified by Mr. 
Rolandi from a line-up containing 
four other men of similar physical 
type. 

Mr. Valpreda, a bachelor, attend- 
ed fine arts schools to learn danc- 
ing. He has appeared on television 
shows ten times, but not at all 
since he was affected by a circula-

Arms Costs 
Held Down 
By Moscow 

Share of Budget 
Lowest on Record

MOSCOW. Dec. 16 (NYT).— The 
Soviet Union today announced that 
spending on defense would remain 
at record levels next year but in- 
dicated that Its overall economy- 
had suffered a setback in the last 
12 months and that the goals for 
1970 had been pared down. 

Tbe 1,200 deputies of tbe Su- 
preme Soviet were told at tbe open- 
ing session of their regular year- 
end meeting that both the indus- 
trial and agricultural sectors had 
failed to meet targets this year 
and that next year’s plan was less 
ambitious than originally designed 
five years ago at the start of the 
current five-year plan. 

The decision to increase the de- 
fense outlay for 1970 by 200 mil- 
lion rubles above this year’s rec- 
ord level of 17.7 billion rubles was 
seen by Western diplomats as a 
compromise between those in. 
tbe leadership wanting even 
higher military spending and 
'chose who feel the International 
situation may warrant a less 
dramatic rise. A ruble is officially 
equivalent to $1.11. 

Despite the rise in defense budg- 
eting to 17.9 billion rubles, its per- 
centage of tbe overall budget 
is only 12.4 percent. This is tbe 
lowest defense share of the 
budget on record and is the sec- 
ond year in a row that the 
percentage has been reduced. Last 
year's defense outlay represented 
13.2 percent of the total. 

Research Funds Excluded 
The figures for military spend- 
ing as announced In the Soviet 
budget are not comparable to 
Western figures since military re- 
search and development programs 
as well as investment In defense 
industries are believed hidden in 
other budget items. But the sum 
that is publicly released is usually 
regarded as a gauge of Soviet 
thinking about the international 
scene. 

Western diplomats said that the 
slight Increase in military spend- 
ing for next year appeared to rep- 
resent a decision by the Kremlin 
leaders to maintain forces and 
equipment at peak levels in case 
current talks being held simulta- 
neously with the United States on 
strategic arms limitation, with 
Communist China on border prob- 
lems, and with West Germany on 
renunciation of force, should break 
down. 

But the level of the rise also 
Indicated to diplomats that Sov- 
iet planners are under severe 
pressure from other sectors of the 
economy to find resources for their 
needs and that the military in- 
crease may have been a minimum 
one. 

The fact that spending can rise 
while its percentage of the bud- 
get decreases reflects growth in 
the gross national product, provid- 
ing planners with the ability to 
provide both guns and butter in 
controlled amounts. 

The budget figures were an- 
nounced to the Supreme Soviet 
deputies by Finance Minister 
Vasily F. Garbuzov. He said. In

Western Allies Propose Talks 
With Russia on Berlin Access

BONN, Dec. 16 (WP).— The three 
Western Allies in West Berlin today 
proposed negotiations with the 
Soviet Union at an early date aim- 
ed at practical steps to improve 
access to the isolated city from the 
West. 

■ The Allied aide-memoire, handed 
over in Moscow by the United 
States, Britain and France, was 
drafted in close consultation with 
the West German government, 
which Dec. 8 scored the first suc- 
cess in its Eastern policy by open- 
ing talks with the Soviets on bi- 
lateral subjects. 

Although the West Germans have 
been anxious that the four-power 
Berlin talks also take place in the 
Russian capital, to stress the link- 
age between Allied and : German 
initiatives in the East, it was under- 
stood that the Western powers 
have decided on Berlin as the 
location, for security reasons. The 
talks presumably would be held in 
alternating sequence -in the Com- 
munist-controlled eastern and 
Allied-controlled western sections 
of the city. 

However, no date or location has 
been set officially. 

Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers, and the NATO foreign min- 
isters Tnpp ttn g in Brussels Dec. 5, 
declared that the key teste of. So- 
viet cooperativeness in Europe 
would be its response to the Allied 
Berlin overture, and to the Bonn 
government’s probes in the Bast. 
The third test was Soviet willing- 
ness to negotiate balanced troop 
reductions between the Warsaw 
Pact and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation. 


Western sources here, when press- 
ed this week about what the Soviet 
Union might be offered in return 
for progress on the Berlin ques- 
tion, mentioned American support 
for a European security conference 
bs one possibility. . 

Western officials said today that 
the aide-memoire handed over 
made clear that the Allies were 
not prepared to negotiate over tbe 
status of Berlin itself. They said 
that only “practical” questions 
were involved. 

The most pressing of th ese from 
the Western standpoint is a guar- 
antee of access to the city, which 
lies 110 miles inside Communist 
East Germany. There are as now 
no legal guarantees of access for 
anybody but the Western powers 
in Berlin. 

Though the West has never ac- 
cepted East German control of 
rail, road, and water routes to the 
city by anybody but the Soviet 
Union, this responsibility was 
actually taken over by the East 
Germans long ago. 

Western officials believe that the 
July 10 speech of Soviet Foreign 
Mini ster Andre! A. Gromyko sug- 
gesting talks on Berlin may have 
indicated that the Russians were 
uneasy about the way the East 
Germans have used their respon- 
sibility to interrupt traffic and 
initi ate crises on their own over 
the last fpw years.

Meanwhile, a new wave of labor 
Unrest developed today after a two- 
d?y strike moratorium called to 
mourn the victims of the bombing 
that shocked the nation. 

Railroad workers, who are seek- 
ing shorter hours and the hiring 
of additional personnel, started a 
24-hour nationwide -‘rike at 8 pm. 

Civil servants, bus and streetcar 
workers, telephone operators and 
some teachers were scheduled to 
begin a 24-hour strike at mid- 
night.

PARIS. Dec. 16 tNYT).— The 
Communist delegations to the 
Vietnamese peace talks de- 
nounced today what they call- 
ed the withdrawal of American 
troops “by droplets."

Ho Rejected Fulbright Plea 
For Details on U.S. Prisoners

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 CNYT). 
— Sen. J. William Fulbright, the 
Senate's principal critic of the 
Vietnam war, made a secret per- 
sonal appeal to President Ho 
Chi Minh of North Vietnam last 
June 25 to disclose “the names of 
those Americans you are holding 
as prisoners of war." 

Replying in English on July 25, 
six weeks before his death. Mr. 
Ho refused to make the names 
public on the ground that the 
question of the American pris- 
oners could be resolved only as 
part of an overall settlement of 
the war along the lines proposed 
by North Vietnam and the South 
Vietnamese National Liberation 
Front, or Viet Cong.

(Continued from Pige L) 
brief remarks about the defense 
figure, that the Soviet union was 
interested in slowing down the 
arms race, but would at the same 
time take all steps necessary to 
Insure that Its armed forces had 
powerful and reliable arms. 

He was preceded as the speaker 
by Deputy Premier Nikolai K. 
Baibakov, the chairman of the 
State Planning Commission, who 
as usual made public the main 
outline of the 1970 economic plan 
— the final one in the current five- 
year plan— and who reviewed the 
past year. 

It was, as most Western experts 
had anticipated, a sober analysis 
which indicated that the economy 
had suffered a setback this year. 
Much of this, Mr. Baibakov said, 
was due to severe weather condi- 
tions last winter and flooding and 
other disasters in the spring. 

The overall industrial growth 
rate for 1969, which originally was 
set at 7.3 percent, was "corrected" 
because of the weather to 7 percent, 
Mr. Baibakov said, and this figure 
would be met. 

Again blaming the weather, Mr. 
Baibakov said the agricultural sec- 
tor had been very hard hit and 
the total ruble value of the produc- 
tion was 3 percent lower than in 
1668. Last year, industry as a whole 
showed a rise of 8.1 percent over 
the preceding year and agriculture, 
a 3J percent rise. 

This was the lowest rate of in- 
crease in industry since the im- 
mediate post-war years and the 
first time since the disastrous 
harvest Of 1963 that agriculture 
suffered a net loss. However, this 
year's grain harvest was a respec- 
table 160.5 million tons and there 
Is no indication that consumers will 
suffer a bread shortage. 


For the third year in a row, Sir. 
Baibakov said, the consumer sec- 
tor of the industry was planned to 
rise at a higher rate than heavy 
industry, but he indicated that the 
widespread complaints of consum- 
ers would still not be fully met in 
1970. 

Mr. Baibakov repeated familiar 
complaints about enterprises and 
ministries not putting the economic 
reform adopted in 1965 to full use. 
The reform, aimed at increasing 
local responsibility, and at increas- 
ing productivity through material 
incentives, has been criticized by 
some Soviet economists for failing 
to generate the dynamism needed 
to spur the economy. 


Defense Lawyers 
Make Their Pleas 
At El A1 Trial 
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WINTERTHUR. Switzerland, 
Dec. 16 (Reuters).— Defense coun- 
sel for three Palestinians on trial 
here for shooting up an Israeli air- 
liner said today they expected to 
be acquitted because they regarded 
the attack as a legitimate act of 
war. 

The lawyer told the court: “They 
were convinced that they had to 
fight for themselves, for their 
families, and for their homeland." 

The three Palestinians-—! Moham- 
med Abu el-He!ga, Ibrahim Tawflk 
Yousef, and Amena Dahbor— are 
charged with the willful killing of 
one of the pilots of the El A1 
Boeing-720B at Zurich airport last 
Feb. ia.

MELBOURNE, Australia, 
Dec. 16 CAP).— The world's old- 
est flea and the missing link 
in flea evolution has been dis- 
covered, according to Aus- 
tralia's Commonwealth Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research 
Organization.

Saigon Troops Kill 170 Reds; 
Thieu Approves U.S. Pullout 


SAIGON, Dec. 16 fUPD.— South 
Vietnamese forces committed to as- 
suming an “increasing share" oi 
the war action have killed more 
than 170 Communist troops in a 
series of fights across the country, 
B-iHwri spokesmen today. 

The announcement followed a 
statement issued from the office 
of President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
saying that the withdrawal of 50,000 
more U.S. troops, announced by 
President Nixon Iasi night, was in 
line with the policy of the South 
Vietnamese government. 

"This troop replacement . . . lies 
within the policy of the govern- 
ment of the Republic of Vietnam 
to gradually assume its in creasing 
share of the responsibility to de- 
fend its country," the statement 
said. 

Fighting took place all over the 
country yesterday, spokesmen said. 
In one action near My lax, the 
site of the alleged massacre of

Army troops, government 
troops killed 16 guerrillas, they said 
Total government losses for the 
day were 14 dead and 56 wounded. 

Ten-week Toll 
Official figures showed that in 
the past ten weeks, 3,730 South 
Vietnamese troops have died lh 
action compared with 919 Ameri- 
cans killed, reflecting the "Vlet- 
namizatlon” program. 

The biggest fight yesterday saw 
South Vietnamese troops join 
forces with UJ3. soldiers to kill 
51 guerrillas In a 50-minute battle 
five miles from the Cambodian 
border along North Vietnamese 
infiltration routes. 

Four Americana were killed and 
18 wounded tn the fight 86 fifties 
north of Saigon. Government 
losses were described as light.

Senate Votes Military Funds;

WASHINGTON, Oec. 16. —The 
Senate last night approved a $693- 
b 1111 on appropriations bill to fi- 
nance military spen d i n g during the 
current fiscal year. The vote was 
85-4. 

The House already had chopped 
$52 billion from Pentagon spend- 
ing requests even before sending 
the money bill to the Senate; $637 
million was trimmed out by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 

Earlier yesterday, the Senate, 
after a secret debate on American 
military involvement in the , war 
in Laras, approved a prohibition 
against committing American 
ground combat troops to either 
Laos or Thailand. 

The prohibition, approved by 
73-17 vote, was written into the 
defense appropriations bill 
Before passing the measure, the 
Senate rejected a new move to 
ran the administration's Safeguard 
anti-ballistic missile program by 
starving it of money. 


A Republican, Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, sought to 
strip President Nixon's ABM pro- 
gram of S800 million appropriated 
by the bill. Her move was defeated 
49-36. 
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An amendment sponsored by Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton, D., Mo., cut 
$10 million fiom the $60 million 
requested for development and 
Initial production of the MBT-70, 
a problem-plagued tank. 

In a move that indicated a lack 
of confidence in the development 
of the multi-warhead Poseidon mis- 
sile, the Senate accepted the Ap- 
propriations Committee's recom- 
mendation that only two Polaris 
submarines be converted to Poseidon 
launchers instead of the six planned 
this year by the Navy. 

The action, if upheld In the 
House-Senate conference, would 
save $358 million in conversion 
costa this year.

CoL Kennedy said it was pos- 
sible that interviews of prospective 
witnesses carried by the news or- 
ganizations might have damaged 
Lt. Calley's chances of a fair trial. 

37,099 Offer 

The prospective witnesses were 
CoL Anthony Broussard, of Fort 
Polk, La., who said Time magazine 
offered him $ 7,000 or an 
expensive sports car in exchange 
for an interview on the alleged 
massacre; Herbert Carter, now a 
civilian, who was interviewed by 
the Chronicle and whose story 
was distributed by the A.P.. and 
David Haeberle, a former Army 
photographer who was interviewed 
on NBC television. 

All the interviews took place 
after Col. Kennedy's Nov. 25 
order against prospective witnesses 
discussing details of My Lai with 
anyone except defense and prose- 
cution attorneys.

Text of Nixon Speech 

WASHINGTON tUPl). — Here is the text of President 

Nixon's address to the nation Mondap night on Vietnam! 

T HAVE asked for this television time tonight to give you a 
progress report on our plan to bring n just peace is Viet- 
nam. which I described la my television address on November 3. 

As you will recall, I said then that we were proceeding in 
oui pursuit for peace on two fronts — a peace settlement through 
negotiation or, If that falls, ending the war through Vietnam- 
lzatlon, a plan we have developed with the South Vietnamese 
far the complete withdrawal first of all US. combat ground 
forces and eventually other forces and their replacement by 
South Vietnamese forces on an orderly, scheduled timetable. 

I report with regret tonight that there been no progress 
whatever on the negotiating front since November 3. The enemy 
still, insists on a u n ilateral, precipitate withdrawal of American 
forces and on a political settlement which would mean the 
imposition of a Communist government on the people of South 
Vietnam against their will, and defeat and humiliation for the 
United States. 

This we cannot and will not accept. 

Typical of their attitude is their absolute refusal to *aHr 
about the fate of the American prisoners they hold and their 
refusal even to supply their names so as to ease the anguish of 
their loved ones, in the United States. This cruel. Indefensible 
action Is a shocking demonstration of the inflexible attitude 
they have t ake n on all Issues at the negotiating table in Paris. 

(J.S. to Continue to Negotiate 

Despite their . attitude, however, we shall continue to partici- 
pate In the Paris talks and to seek a negotiated peace— one 
which is fair to North Vietnam, fair to the United States 
most Important, fair to the people of South Vietnam. I have 
indicated that anything is negotiable except the right of the 
people of South Vietnam to determine their own fate. 

As you know. Ambassador Lodge has hna to leave his assign- 
ment in Paris because of personal reasons. I have designated 
Philip Habib, one of our most experienced foreign service offi- 
cers who has been participating in the negotiations for over 
18 montlis, ns the acting head of our delegation with the per- 
sonal rank of ambassador. He has been given f ull authority to 
discuss any proposal that will contribute to a just peace. 

Let me turn now to the progress on our plan for Vletnam- 
ization and our troop withdrawal program. 

When Z announced the troop withdrawal program in June, 

Z said that the rate of withdrawal would depend on three 
criteria— progress in the Paris negotiations, progress In the train- 
ing of South Vietnamese forces and the level of enemy activity. 

While there has been no progress on the negotiating front 
I have a much more favorable report to give to you tonight 
with regard to the training of South Vietnamese forces. 

First let me tell you how I reached this conclusion. In making 
decisions, I believe a President should listen not only to those 
who tell him what he wants to bear but to those who tell him 
r.’hat he ought to hear. Zt is most Important to get Independent 
judgments from individuals who are expert on the factors to be 
considered but who are not directly involved in the operations 
themselves. This is particularly essential when the lives of 
American men are involved. 

The Thompson Report 

Several months ago I read a book by Sir Robert Thompson, 
a British expert who was one of the major architects of the 
victory over the Communist guerrillas who attempted to take over 
Malaya in the 1960s. In his book, which was published just as 
this administration took office, he was very pessimistic about the 
conduct of the war. He particularly noted the failure to prepare 
the South Vietnamese to take over the responsibilities of their 
own defense. 

On October 17 I met with Mr. Thompson and asked him to go 
to Vietnam and give me a first-hand, candid and completely 
independent report on the situation there. After five weeks of 
intensive investigation he gave me his report on December 3. 

His full report, which makes several constructive recom- - 
mendations, must remain confidential since it bears on the 
security of our men. But let me read to you from his summary 
of his findings. 

“I was very Impressed by the improvement in the military 
and political situation in Vietnam as compared with all previous 
visits anti especially in the security situation, both in Saigon and 
the rural areas. 

“A winning position in the sense of obtaining a just peace 
(whether negotiated or not; and of ma i n tai n i n g an independent, 
non -Communist South Vietnam has been achieved but we are not 
yet through. We are in a psych o logical period where the greatest 
need is confidence, where a steady application of the do-it- 
yourself concept with continuing UB. support in the background 
will increase the confidence already shown by many South Viet- 
nam leaders.” • 

Mr. Thompson’s report, which I would describe as cautiously 
optimistic, is In line with the reports I have received from other 
observers and from our own civilian and mil it ar y leaders in 
Vietnam. 

There is one disturbing new development, however, with regard 
to pwpmy activity. Em-my infiltration has Increased substantially. 

It has not yet reached the point where our military leaders

believe the enemy has developed the capability to mount a major 
offensive but wc arc watching the situation closely to see whether 
It could develop to that extent. 

Taking all these developments into consideration. Z am an- 
nouncing tonight a reduction in our troop celling of 50,000 more 
UB. troops by April 15 next year. This means that the ceiling 
which existed when I took office on January 20 has now been 
reduced by 115,600 men. This reduction has been made with 
approval of the government of South Vietnam, and In consulta- 
tion with other nations which have combat troops In Vietnam. 

There are some who believe that to continue our withdrawals 
at a time when enemy Infiltration is increasing is a risk we should 
not take. However, I have consistently said that we must take 
risks for peace. 

And in that connection, let me remind the leaders In Hanoi 
that if infiltration and the level of enemy activity increase while 
we are reducing our forces, they also will be running a risk. I 
repeat the statement I made in my ,peerh on November 3. 

"Hanoi could make no greater mistake than to assume that an 
increase In violence will be to its advantage. If Z conclude that 
increased enemy action jeopardizes our remaining forces in Viet- 
nam, I shall not hesitate to take strong and effective measures 
to deal with that situation." 

This reduction in our lorces is another orderly step in our 
plan for peace in Vietnam. 

• It marks further progress toward turning over the defense 
of South Vietnam to the South Vietnamese. 

• It is another clear sign of our readiness to bring an end 
to the war and to achieve a just peace.

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Escalation in Withdrawal 


-President Nison’s latest announcement of 
further troop withdrawals from "Vietnam Is 
a rebuke to those who condemned his policy 
as "tokenism.” He h ag steadily increased the 
rate of extracting American troops: 25,000. 
35.000 and now 50.000— which will make, by 
April 15. a total reduction in troop strength 
of 110,000. or roughly a fifth of all the 
United States forces In Vietnam when Mr. 
Nixon took office. Moreover, if the Presi- 
dent had been seeking excuses to slow down 
the process he instituted last June, he could 
have found one In the Increased infiltration 
rates from the North. 

For those who might have doubted Mr. 
Nixon's purposes, therefore. It Is now patent 
that he means to withdraw combat troops 
as rapidly as possible, and that, as he said 
on several occasions, he is willing to take 
some risks in order to do so. That this 
procedure has strengthened Mr. Nixon's 
position at home, the polls make obvious. 
That there is still suspicion of his intention 
in Congress, the Senate action banning the 
further use of American ground troops in 
Laos and Thailand makes equally clear. Nor 
is it likely that the convinced opponents of 
American policy in Southeast Asia (Includ- 
ing the student protesters) will be mollified 
to any marked extent by the latest an- 
nouncement. Nevertheless, on balance, it 
would seem that the President has won time 
lor a test of his strategy— and the other side 
should not deceive itself on this score. 


There are still a number of doubtful 
figures in the equation, to be sure. The Presi- 
dent's plans, the public acceptance of 
them, could be altered by some major of- 
fensive action on the part of the North Viet- 
namese, or by some notable breakdown In 
the ability of the South Vietnamese to take 
up their Increasing responsibilities. Or the 
strategy of withdrawal could be accelerated 
by either tacit acceptance of it by Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong, or some real progress In 
Paris. 

The North Vietnamese have, to some ex- 
tent. painted themselves Into a diplomatic 
corner by their confident assumption that 
American war-weariness and South Viet- 
namese milita ry ineptitude would win them 
a complete victory. It might be difficult for 
them to make any open change in their pre- 
conditions for negotiation: unilateral Amer- 
ican withdrawal and a complete change in 
the Saigon government. On the other hand, 
tacit acceptance of the “Vietnamization” of 
the war or an attempt to reverse it by some 
major new offensive both hold the risks of 
mounting costs in manpower that m ig h t 
only prolong the stalemate. 

It Is still in the ' interests of the Viet- 
namese people, North and South, that some 
political settlement be reached — and that 
would be the most expeditious way of 
removing the American presence from 
Southeast Asian soil. A positive note struck 
In Paris by the other side Is one of the 
happiest holiday gifts the wprld can hope for.

On Tonkin Gulf:

A historic event In international affairs 
took place unnoted a few. days ago. For the 
first time, diplomats were engaged simulta- 
neously on all three legs of the crucial 
Washington - Moscow - Peking triangle: the 
Eoviet-American strategic arms limitation 
talks made progress in Helsinki; the Sino- 
Sovlet border talks went on In Peking (they 
.were suspended Sunday apparently for 
mutual stock-taking); and Sino-American 
contacts resumed in Warsaw after a lag of 
almost two years. 

Each set of these talks, of course, haa its 
own origins, procedures, terms and pros- 
pects. From last week's diplomatic engage- 
ment d trois. It wpuld be premature to con- 
clude that the world has indeed moved from 
a period of confrontation to an era of 
negotiation. Nonetheless, the fact that the 
lines are open, or may be opening, between 
the three most important capitals in the 
.world, each of Which la deeply . antagonistic 
to the other two, jg impressive and positive 
too. 

No less striking ta the fact that all three 
sets of talks go to or toward fundamental 
issues. The Washington-Peklng contacts are 
tentative and. flimsy, yet: they point at the 
same kind of quest f or a live-and-let-Ilve 
arrangement jtta Russian, “coexistence”). 


that presumably is being sought by Moscow- 
Washlngton and Moscow-Peklng. When the 
diplomatic measures emanating from West 
Germany are thrown in, plus the various 
preparations Asia is making to anticipate the 
end of the Vietnam war, then It becomes 
clear that great change Is in the air. 

Of the Pekmg-Moscow-Washington trian- 
gle, the salient point Is that when any two 
of them sit down, the pressure invariably 
mounts on the third to hop on the diplomatic 
carousel to protect its own Interests. Every 
time Moscow or Peking so much as says a 
civil word— or more accurately, falls to say 
an uncivil word — to the United States, the 
other raises a cry of “collusion” or “encir- 
clement.” The saikie reflex Shines through 
the American perception of a Sino-Sovlet 
monolith or conspiracy. 

Quite obviously, the best way out of this 
trap of habit and fear is for each country 
to be constantly in touch' with the other 
two. "Signals’* arid gestures^ate' either too’ 
imprecise or too provocative or both. Active 
diplomacy offers the best mechanism for 
sorting out competing interests and blending 
compatible ones and for preventing tensions 
from making things worse. That. Is. -the 
significance of the action of the Wash- 
ington-Moscow-Peklng triangle last week.

Greek Resistance 

Considering the circumstances under 
which It occurred, Greece's exit from the 
Council at Europe Is tantamount to a 
clear cut defeat for the Athens government. 
This must be evident even to the masses 
of people in Greece, wjho can see from 
newspaper reports that Foreign Minister 
Pipinelis burned his bridges to the council 
only when he saw that a large number of 
member states were already prepared to 
demand Greece’s expulsion. 

The Greeks are known for their extreme 
national touchiness. But they are also clever 
enough to realize that Europe’s democratic 
governments have not condemned their 
.country as such but only its anti-liberal 
military regime . . . The probable result 
of this moral condemnation will be to give 
new Impetus to the Greek opposition move- 
ment. Some exiled leaders have openly 
stated that they intend to intensify the 
battle against the Athens dictatorship. 
Without the cooperation of the army, there 
is no question of toppling the junta at 
present. But an Increase in resistance 
activities would undoubtedly multiply the 
difficulties with which the military regime Is 
already faced.

Ominous Parallel 

There can be no pretense over the crisis 
that now affects Italy. The weakness of the 
government finds all the parliamentary 
parties in a state of fission. Outside parlia- 
ment small groups on the extreme right 
and left are growing— groups that generally 
reject the parliamentary system and look to 
achieve power by means other than the ballot 
box. 

The obvious parallel to today's uneasiness 
is the period immediately after World 

War I There was then the same weakness 

and vacillation of government; the same 
splitting up of parties making a firm coali- 
tion impossible; the same aggravation of 
strikes; the same signs of social disorder. 
And though the strength of anarchism in 
Italian political life is not as strong now as 
it was then, a readiness to resort to violence 
can very soon flower at a time of deep 
national malaise. The result after World 
War I was to transform Mussolini, a left- 
winger, Into an extremist of the right.

The winter snows add to the at- 
traction of the Old Town and soften 
the lines of the monument. Else- 
where in Warsaw, almost entirely 
rebuilt, the snows cover the empty 
lots stm remaining and the early 
darkness quickly hides the shrapnel 
marks one can still see on many 
a building a quarter century later. 

m a charmingly candlelit cellar 
under one of the Old Town build- 
ings, young men and women of 
Warsaw sip wine and smoke ciga- 
rettes endlessly as an organist 
plays. Across the city in a student 
club, perhaps a hundred couples 
dance, American style, to a band 
complete with the latest earspllt- 
ting electric guitars. 

There are a few long-hairs, an 
occasional beard. The prizes are 
genuine American Levis, not the 
Western European Imitations. Sex 
is not very public, but the govern- 
ment is beginning to manufacture 
the Pill and abortions are legal 
and many. And of course the 
Polish girls are beautiful. Their 
best Clothes come from relatives In 
the United States or from the ex- 
change stares, where clothes one 
gets from America can be sold an 
commission, or from the Flea Mar - 
ket across the river. 

Exchange Rates 

There Is a multiplicity of legal ex- 
change rates that are favorable for 
the tourist. On the street, you will 
be offered much more for dollars, 
bat it is illegal. 

Almost everyone Is here: Rus- 
sians and East Europeans In quan- 
tity. with German often the com- 
mon language; earnest visiting 
British members of Parliament for 
a conference; a few American busi- 
nessmen, and, of course, the Japa- 
nese, ever prowling for sales op- 
portunities. Mitsui has an office 
to the Grand Hotel. 

The Grand Hotel, one of those 
cold and sterile places, has the air 
of Vicki Baum's novel of ages ago. 
There must be intrigue; certainly 
there are overly blond prostitutes 
who each evening await customers 
while sitting at lobby tables. The 
fee is $20 and hard currency only, 
please. 

Warsaw is basically gray, even 
more so than Moscow. But its 


store windows have something 
Moscow lacks: these superb but 
brittle Polish Christmas tree orna- 
ments. And now they are begin- 
ning to sell Christmas trees in the 
streets. Catholicism here, under 
the guidance of Stefan cardinal 
Wyszynski, is far to the right of 
Rome. The students are not com- 
municants but the people of the 
countryside are. And in Poland, 
perhaps uniquely, the city folk feed 
the country people have a higher 
living standard. Communist party 
chief Wladyslaw Gomulfca publicly 
denies it. 

There are new apartments but 
bnoyfrig is very short, and Mr. 
Gomulka has stated that the build- 
ing Industry is in “alarming" con- 
dition. Students tell of newlyweds 
who separate at night to sleep at 
their respective parents* homes. 

Nowhere else in the East is the 
American impact even remotely as 
vast as In Poland. Uncounted mil- 
lions have relatives in the United 
States. Thousands seek to emigrate 
or visit America. The moon land- 
ing brought American prestige to 
a sew high. Thousands jammed 
in front of the UJ3. Embassy to 
cheer and grab Apollo buttons. 
Apollo- 11 was shown live on tele- 
vision at dawn. 

Anti-Semitism 

It has been 36 years since this 
reporter was In Poland. That was 
the year Hitler came to power In 
Berlin, and his swastikas already 
were flying in the free city of 
Danzig (now Gdansk), then under 
League of Nations administration. 

In this country of 33 million., the 
size of New Mexico, an estimated 
six million were killed in World 
War ZL Nearly all the Jews are 
gone, but anti-Semitism remains. 
Poland itself has been shoved west- 
ward, in a geographic sense, hut 
it remains cemented In the East, 
politically. 

This latter is the central fact of 
life. It accounts for a sense of 
malaise. Some say the student 
clubs, the rock music, the limited 
contacts with the West, are allow- 
ed as a means of letting off same 
steam harmlessly. At any rate, the 
student outburst last year did not 
catch fire. And trials of dissidents, 
including one group known as the 
Alpine Club which brought liberal 
literature from Alexander Dubcek's 
Czechoslovakia across the border, 
are said to be impending. 

Alas, poor Poland, it is no wonder 
that few but those at the top yet 
take seriously the possibility of a 
change in East- West relations, 
which could ease the burden and 
improve the life here.

“The degree of freed om which 
we enjoy is still minimal as com- 
pared with that needed for a 
developed society ” He reasons: 
“If, however, we consider the cur- 
rent ^liberalization’ not as the 
regeneration but as the growing 
decrepitude of the regime, then the 
logical result will be its death, af- 
ter which anarchy will follow.*' 

War Predicted . 

His scenario is a horror story 
starting with war between Russia, 
and China which he predicts “will 
start sometime between 1975 and 
1980." In this conflict he assumes 
the Soviet Union will not dare un- 
leash Its enormous nuclear power 
to destroy- tire Chinese and, as a 
consequence, will become bogged 
down in massive and hopeless par- 
tisan-type campaigns. 

“As soon as It becomes clear that 
the mi litary conflict between the 
UJSJ5.R. and China Is mwup ii y ig a 
protracted character, n Amalrik 

forecasts disaster for his country. 
The Germans, seeing Russian forces 
switched into Asia, will reunite. 
This will encourage "desovietlza- 
tion" of East European lands. 

“The ‘desoviefcized’ East European 
countries will dash round like bri- 
dleless steeds and, finding the 
UJS&R. powerless in Europe, win 
put forward territorial claims that 
have not been forgotten, though 
long hushed up: Poland to Lvov 
and Vilna, Germany to KaHnlngr&d 
(formerly Koenigsberg), Hungary 
to TiuDBcarpathia, Romania to Bes- 
sarabia. It Is not excluded that 
Finland too may possibly advance 
claims to Viborg and Pechenga” 
and Japan to “the Kurile Islands, 
at first, then to Sakhalin later, 
If China gains successes, even to 
part of the Soviet Par East.” 

Amid this fury, Amalrik sees 
Moscow’s “bureaucratic regime un- 
able by its habitual half -measures 
simultaneously to wage & war, 
solve the ec o nomic difficulties and 
suppress or satisfy public discon- 
tent.” It will consequently “lose 
control over the country and even 
contact with reality... power will 
pass into . the hands of extremist 
groups and elements and the coun- 
try will begin to disintegrate in an 
atmosphere of anarchy, violence 
and intense national hatred.” 

This Is an unreal and un- 
likely prospect but boldly set forth 
in Amalrik's provocative night- 
mare. The vital fact is that Ideal- 
ists exist in the UJSJS JL who are 
brave enough to proclaim their 
shattering deception with the Com- 
munist dream, although aware 
they must suffer for it. 

A new generation of revolution- 
ists in revolutionary Russia wor- 
ships truth as freedom and, as the 
post-Stalin regime Is bitterly dis- 
covering.

A Contemporary for Lyons; 
Two Standards for Paris 


By David 

L YONS.— In choosing Claude 
Prey’s “Jonas'* as the sec- 
ond novelty of a still young 
season, Tmta Erlo and the Lyons 
Opera took a chance in giving 
the first stage performance of 
an “opera-oratorio" that seems 
more suitable for the ear than 
for the eye. 

Prey, a 44-year-old French 
composer who i>«« won consider- 
able attention with his works 
for lyric theater, composed 
“Jonas" in 1963 and it has been 
performed on radio, probably a 
better medium for the multiple 
literary references and elusive 
plays on words that fill the com- 
poser's own libretto. 

The action proceeds on three 
levels. Jonas is a poet and 
conscientious objector who is 
staging a hunger strike in his 
prison cell: at the same time 
he relates the events of a peace 
march that landed him there, 
and finally he identifies himself 
symbolically with a former oc- 
cupant of his cell, an executed 
wartime resistance m em b er. The 
references to the biblical Jonah 
proliferate — the “whale" being 
variously the prison, the mater- 
nal bonds, or the ivory tower 
of the “nonengaged" artist. 

All this and more packed into 
45 minutes heavy going, 

and that it comes across even 
in a general way owes a lot to 
Prey’s tightly packed and often 
dramatic score (for 33 instru- 
ments without violins*. But it 
owes no less to Brio's striking 
stage images — especially the 
chorus of shadowy prisoners 
piled up in scaffolded cells— 
and the valiant performance of 
the American tenor Nolan Van 
Way in the title role, which kept 
him rooted to center stage the 
entire time while making ex- 
treme demands on his vocal and 
histrionic resources. 

Tiie double-bill was filled out 
by a delicious production of 
Ravel's “L’Heure Espagnole." 
mounted in a rich red decor by 
Jacques Rapp, in which count- 
less fantastic timepieces ticked

By Hiomas Quizrn Curtiss 
pARIS. Dec, 16.— “Macbeth" is 
supeistltiousJy held to be 
an impossible play— one that 
inevitably courts failure.

Raymond Herman tier, the 
producer, has shifted the play’s 
scene from ancient Scotland to 
the African forest and the 
Thane of Cawdor is now an 
over-ambitious jungle warrior, 
and his lady a feline fury of 
the primitive woodlands. Amer- 
ican play-goers win recall the 
Orson Welles production with a 
Negro company at a WPA 
theater in Harlem which sim- 
ilarly moved the site of the 
tragedy from the rocky High- 
lands to an “Emperor Jones" 
jungle and in like manner 
transformed the witches of the 
blasted heath into voodoo sor- 
ceresses.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (UPI). 
—A presidential "task force" to- 
day was reported ready to recom- 
mend easing oil import restrictions 
enough to drop the price of gas- 
oline about 3 cents a gallon. 

Congressional sources said tbe 
plan would go into effect gradually, 
probably In two steps effective next 
July 1 and July 1,1973. 

The task farce’s recommenda- 
tions, however, are subject to 
change or veto at the White House. 
President Nixon appointed the 
panel, chaired by Labor Secretary 
George F. Schultz, to advise him 
whether the strict Import quotas 
imposed during the Elsenhower ! 
administration should be altered 
or dropped. 

Billed as Final Meet 
The task force met yesterday lor 
what was billed as its final meet- 
ing. It announced no conclusions 
and left unclear whether Its mem- 
bers bad agreed on a final report. 

[Presidential spokesman Ronald 
Ziegler said today the task force 
has still not completed its work, 
nor presented a report to the Presi- 


dent for consideration, Reuters re- j 
ported.] 

But Congressional sources said 
the panel seemed agreed on a com- 
bination of quotas and tariffs that 
would Increase the inflow of lessj 
expensive foreign ofi enough to cut 
the price of oil in tbe United States 
from $3.50 a barrel to $2JK) by 
mid- 1973. 

Such a decline would worit out 
to about 3 cents a gallon at retail, 
one source said. Sen. Philip A. 
Hart, MictL, has estimated 
present oil impart quotas cost con- 
sumers about 5 cents a gallon at 
the gasoline pump. 

Imports now Limited 

Present quotas limit Imports of 
foreign oil to 12 2 percent of UJ5. 
oil consumption, plus a more gen- 
erous allowance far residual oil, 
used by utilities and for heating 
large buildings. 

The sources said the task force's 
reported plan would heavily favor 
Venezuela, in line with Mr. Nixon's 
policy of giving Latin American 
nations trade preference, both In 
the amount of all allowed In and 
the tariff to be paid.

W ASHINGTON lWP).-The tax 
bill now being put together 
in Congress puts Mr. Nixon be- 
tween the devil and the deep blue 
sea. which is just where most 
Democrats on Capitol Hill like to 
see him. 

If ho signs the “Christmas tree" 
kind of tax- reduction bill tliat the 
Senate passed in the guise of 
“reform," lie will be assuring tbe 
country of substantial deficits In 
later years. 

But if he makes good on his 
promise to veto such a bill— to 
help beat back Inflation — the result 
will be: 

• Extinction of the already 
dimming prospect that the project- 
ed $54 billion surplus for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will be realized. 

• Virtual assurance of a deficit 
In fiscal 1971. 

To avert such results In the wake 
of a veto, Mr. Nixon would have 
to persuade Congress to extend the 
surtax until June 30, 1970, and 
repeal the Investment credit in a 
brand-new piece of legislation. And 
there are few observers on Capitol 
Hm who think Mr. Nixon would 
have a good chance of pulling that 
off. 

Veto for Veto? 

Moreover, if Mr. Nixon vetoes a 
15 percent increase in social se- 
curity benefits (either as part of 
tiie tax bill, or separately), Capitol 
GXQ politicians think Congress 
could pass over a veto. 

Regardless of the outcome of this 
tax squabble, the Nixon adminis- 
tration has concluded that it must 
begin to Revise new ways of keep- 
ing the budget for the years ahead 
in better balance. And In reality, 


that can only mean additional 
curbs on expenditures, or new 
forms of taxes— or some combina- 
tion of both. 

Broad hints that this is the 
administration's new working hy- 
pothesis have been thrown out by 
presidential counselor Arthur F. 
Burns and Assistant Treasury 
Secretary Murray Weidenbaum. 

Mr. Burns concentrated on new 
techniques for budget control, 
which could be useful In the 
longer run. Mr. Weidenbaum cau- 
tiously opened the door to the 
probability that the Nixon adminis- 
tration will have same brand new 
Ideas on the revenue side, perhaps 
in next year's budget manager. 

: Trying- Everything 

"We're going to explore every- 
thing that will bring in more mon- 
ey. except & renewal of tbe sur- 
charge," says one top official 
privately. This could Include a 
value added tax (a soles tax im- 
posed at. various levels of the 
production and Tnpr f«hnnr»«rin g 

process): new excise taxes; envi- 
ronmental taxes (say, to promote 
pollution control); and hikes in 
corporate and personal income 
taxes. (Skeptics will not even ex- 
clude a new surtax, pointing out 
that Mr. Nixon has changed his 
mind on that one before.) 

If Mr. Nixon does go through 
with a veto of the tax "reform" 
measure, this Is the situation, in 
a nutshell, for fiscal years 1970 
and 1971: 

• For fiscal 1970 (the current 
year ending June 30, 1970): Loss 
of the surtax at 5 percent for the 
period Jan. 1 through June 30 
would cost $1.7 billion in personal 
tax receipts.

Analysts Take New Look 
At IBM tf Unbundling 1 Effect

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NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (NYT). 
—Some months ago, Interna- 
tional Business Machines did Its 
“unbundling'’ bit, moving to 
separate charges for computer 
hardware from charges levied 
for most other services. Wall 
Street acted at first as if tbe 
move would cost IBM share- 
holders money. 

On reflection, however, the 
move became regarded as one 
that would result in more reve- 
nue for the world's largest pro- 
ducer of electronic computer 
equipment 

In an effort to get a line on 
the prospects for IBM under un- 
bundling, First Manhattan Co., 
a Wall Street brokerage house, 
asked Brandon Applied Systems 
to survey 40 IBM customers to 
learn of their spending plans 
vis-i-vis unbundling. 

First Manhattan says it ap- 
pears likely that the average 
domestic UJS. user of IBM 
equipment will be spending 
about 13 percent more in 1970 
than in 1969 for rental and 
services as a result of the separ- 
ate pricing of systems engineer- 
ing R5s1.stB.nce., customer educa- 
tion, program products and cus- 
tom contract services. 

Who Gets It 

Brandon estimates that, of the 
increase, at least 60 percent will 
go to IBM and the rest may go 
to independent service com- 
panies or may be spent on ex- 
pended in-house staffs. 

However, First Manhattan 
chooses to second guess Brandon 
on that one, commenting: “Be- 
cause of the well-publicized 
shortage of trained people in 
the computer industry, we be- 
lieve that XBMfe share of the 
additional expenditures may be 
closer to 75 percent." 

This leads First Manhattan 
to raise Its estimate for IBM's 
earnings In 1970 well above Its 
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previous figure and to a higher 
level than is generally current 
in Wall Street— «t least as far 
as estimates have been reported 
to Standard &s Poor's Earnings 
Forecaster. 

First Manhattan, which esti- 
mated IBM would earn $8.30 a 
share in 1969, guesses that un- 
bundling will raise 1970 earn- 
ings from First Manhattan's 
original estimate of $9:35 to 
$995. 

First Manhattan goes on to 
say that, if tbe surtax is cut 
to 5 percent on Jan. Z and is 
eliminated completely on July Z, 
IBM’s earnings would increase 
an additional 40 cents a share 
to $1025. 

S 35 P's Earnings Forecaster 
showed 1970 estimates for IBM 
ranging from $9 to $9.75 (fro m 
Shearson. Hammill & Co.) to 
$990 (from Harris, TTpham & 
Co.). 

On the other hand. Abbott, 
Proctor 35 Paine, which esti- 
mates IBM will earn $8 AO a 
share In 1969, believes IBM will 
earn $1030 next year. 

Bear Resister 

T.flrp many other glamour 
stocks, IBM has resisted the 
general bear market trend. This 
is in contrast to what happened 
in the bear markets of 1962 and 
1966. In both of those down- 
turns, the glamour stocks were 
riddled before the rest of the 
market. 

IBM stands within shooting 
distance of its 1969 high of 368 
3/4— something that can be said 
for relatively few stocks at this 
time. It also suggests that, if 
the market continues under 
pressure, IBM would have fur- 
ther to fall thftn the rest of the 
list. Its low this year has been 
391 3/4.

(fl TCB shall not assume or incur any liability if for any cause 
not within its reasonable control. It shall be hindered, prevented or 
restrained from doing or performing any act or thing which it is re- 
quired to do hereunder, nor shall it be liable for any action taken or 
omitted by It to good faith in accordance with the opinion of counsel 
upo n a question of law. 

TOT shall to no event be personally liable for any taxes or other 
governmental charges in respect of the Fund Property or to respect of 
ths Income or profits therefrom. The allocation of a charge upon the 
Fund Property to the assets of the Fund upon a basis believed by TOB to 
be fair and equitable shah be final and conclusive. 

(g) Notw ithsta nding any restrictions or limitations upon TCB men- 
tioned herein TCB may at any time take such action as lt in good faith 
may believe to be required or desirable to safeguard the Fond Property.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 
<WP>. — They've been playing 
games behind closed doors In 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, with the 
prospect now that major-league 
baseball's labor - management 
struggle Is headed for extra 
innings, again. Last year the 
players' boycott brought the 
club owners running with new 
terms that got spring training 
started a week late. 

The new demands have not 
been spelled out publicly as yet, 
although it Is known there are 
64 of them, and that In one of 
them the Major League Players 
Association Is seeking a malnu- 
trition-preventative In the form 
of 2D- dollar- a- day meal money. 
But that Is a minor Item. The 
big issues are higher minimum 
pay and pensions. 

The fascinating facet of the 
whole thing is that the athletes 
and their hired consultants are 
meeting in a posh Puerto Rican 
hotel, independent of the club 
owners who used to pick up 
the transportation, meal checks 
and hotel tabs. This was at the 
beginning of the association 
when there were no funds and 
the players were mere peons 
begging the bounty of the club 
owners. 

It’s different now, and not 
only do the athletes tax them- 
selves and their special funds 
for their betterment, but they 
retain professional advice at 
$500,000 a year. This is what 
they pay Marvin Miller, a form- 
er negotiating professional with 
the United Mine Workers, who 
has gained the baseball athletes 
so many concessions from the 
club o wn e rs they recently gave 
him a new three-year contract. 

Bowie Asks Permission 

The whole history of owner- 
player negotiations was turned 
around this week when Bowie 
Kuhn, the $150,000 baseball 
commissioner, asked permission 
to visit and talk with the 
players and Miller In Puerto 
Rico. Kuhn's predecessor com- 
missioners used to crook a 
finger at the players' represen- 
tatives and tell them they would 
be heard. 

That Miller and the athletes 
were not overwhelmed at the 
visit to Puerto Rico of His 
Eminence has been gleaned 
from many sources. One player 
representative, asked If he 
thought Kuhn’s visit was worth- 
while, said, "I think he likes 
to travel." 

There was some built-in :'js- 
picion that Commissioner Kuhn 
would not be smothered with 
affection in Puerto Rico. The 
players pointed out that last 


season he bad asked the 
athletes their opinion on how 
to conduct the balloting for All- 
Star game players. The players 
believed they, not the public, 
should continue to have the 
vote. But Kuhn recently an- 
nounced the fans would do the 
balloting. “That’s how much be 
listens to us," said one player 
representative In Puerto Rico. 

Kuhn came out of his meet- 
ing with the players and their 
consultant to say that he had 
some general Ideas to convey 
"and they listened most gra- 
ciously." This is probable be- 
cause Kuhn himself Is a gra- 
cious man, but that the players 
were not buying all that ha 
proposed was evident. 

Miller, the players' man, made 
it evident he was unwilling to 
accept Kuhn's reported proposal 
that he arbitrate any break- 
down In the players -owners 
dispute. Kuhn has a pro per 
concern for preventing any 
threat of strike. But Miller 
said Kuhn's offer to arbitrate 
"is totally unacceptable." 

The players’ consultant also 

declared that the commissioner 
was In error If he thought ha 
could represent all of baseball 
—both players and manage- 
ment. He pointed out that the 
commissioner is paid by the 
club owners and could not rep- 
resent the athletes. 

New Hard Line 

This is the players' new hard 
line under Miller's direction. 
From the time of the first man 
In the office, Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis, it was proclaimed 
that the commissioner repre- 
sented both players and owners, 
and until many years later the 
athletes made no whimper 
about this. 

That is was the commission- 
er’s birthright to rule over the 
players as well as the owners 
was the fiction maintained 
through the regimes of Happy 
^handler and Ford Frick, al- 
though in the later years of 
Frick the players began to make 
noises. Then under the brief 
regime of Gen. William Eckert, 
the athletes got more gumption, 
hired Miller, demanded more of 
baseball's funds be channeled 
their way and even went for a 
payroll tax to assure their in- 
dependence. 

Kuhn's visit to Puerto Rico 
can. be applauded as a bright 
attempt at preventive action be- 
fore the differences harden into 
a strike situation. It is more 
prudence than any other com- 
missioner ever showed. It also 
points up the new ground rules. 
It Is the commissioner who goes 
calling these days, .not the 
athletes with hat in hand.

German Author

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‘Over Vitebsk,” by Marc Chagall, 1914.

TpARIS, Dec. 16.— It becomes apparent, 
looking at his earliest works, that 
Marc Chagall, the 82-year-old painter, 
came to the fun mastery of his powers in 
1911 at the age of 24. It was then that 
he started painting in the topsy-turvy 
manner which is characteristically his to 
this day: flying beasts that partake of 
the cow, the goat, the dog and the 
pushme-pullyou. airborne fish, floating 
figures of all sorts and the now widely 
celebrated tiddler on the roof. 

There is a str on g gaiety in this manner, 
and a fantajsfcfflfti hiimnr which is partic- 
ularly apparent in the period up to 1944. 

After Chagall moved to Paris in 1923 
the wooden houses of Vitebsk (his home 
town in Russia) are only gradually re- 
placed by the reliable landmark of the 
Eiffel Tower, and after the war his sub- 
jects are more subdued in mood. 

The universe of Chagall is friendly and 
reassuring. People, houses and beasts, 
because they are disengaged from the 
tyranny of gravity, seem to float free of 
time and space. There is a carnival 
spirit in the vigorous colors r Apollinaire 
enthusiastically refers to “a hideous 
purple”), but also in the mobility of 
identity in which beasts and humans 
blend Into one another. 

Men have always been eager to lay 
down, if only far a while, these three 
burdens of time, space and identity, and 
the art of Chagall allows one to achieve 
this vicariously. 

Fear and anxiety do not really appear 
in his work, not even in the paintings 
where you might expect them. Thus the 
“White Crucifixion," which deals with 
the agonising theme of persecution and 
the cosmic fate of man, shows the war- 
time destruction of tilings sacred: homes, 
synagogues and sacred scrolls go up in

flames around the figure of Christ. The 
sufferers weep like children yet, unless 
the viewer projects his own disarray into 
the work, he may well feel that in this 
universe at least, those who suffer shall 
In the end be comforted. 

A panoramic view of Chagall’s work — 
such as that offered by the current retro- 
spective exhibition at the Grand Palais, 
Paris — gives the impression that the 
artist is profoundly indebted to the 
Jewish traditions in which he was steeped 
throughout his childhood. The sub- 
stantial and familiar reality of the in- 
visible ar*ri the miraculous quality of 
everyday life, which is not perceived as 
essentially different from direct divine 
intervention, are reflected in the well 
populated sides of his paintings. 

One of the most eloquent. Indeed mov- 
ing paintings of the exhibition, entitled 
“Over Vitebsk.” was painted in 1914 and 
shows an bid Jew with a cane and a sack 
on his back, floating diagonally and 
casually over the roofs of a small Rus- 
sian town. 

The work is eloquent because, in its 
simple form, it contains a variety of 
possible meanings: the Wandering Jew 
comes obviously to mind, but also it can 
very well be an expression of the unre- 
lated worlds of Christian Russia and its 
Jewish population, just as it can finally 
reflect the dignified solitude of the in- 
dividual in a conventional world. 

Chagall himself doe not quite escape 


from convention, even though it is a 
rather personal convention. His artistic 
world is a cheerful idealization of reality 
in which the cruelty of man is only 
remotely reflected: here at least the 
prophecies are made to come true and we 
see the wolf dwelling with the lamb. 

The artist frirnueif as seen through b * s 
pa tings pay something of the conven- 
tional figure of t he innocent poet who 
worships women, flowers and the moon. 

There is indeed an innocence about 
Chagall which is. I would say. the fruit 
of his very real enthusiasm. But he is 
not entirely that innocent, and he is 
obliged to' simplify his world quite a lot 
to preserve a quality important to him. 

He a tremendous charm and hns 
kept it evenly throughout bis life. In 
his postwar period there is a tender sen- 
suality that blooms in such paintings as 
"Sang of Songs H.” “Nude on a Red 
Ground” and the many delicate pyrotech- 
nics! bouquets. 

The aflfarnfshiTig thing about him is 
that far the past 60 years be has main- 
tained a practically unbroken balance 
between innocence and craft and kept, up 
to the age of 82. the powerful enthusiasm 
which still shines in the colors of last 
year's paintings. 

It is st rikin g too that, having very 
early found an original and highly per- 
sonal style anri shewn a distinctive form 
of imagination , he should have to tfrfe 
day kept both the style and the charac- 
teristic that people fr* c painting s 

It is tins which points up both his limita- 
tions and his real and magical power.
